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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT & STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Michael I. Angert on 11 March 2008. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1: 

1 . (Currently Amended) A drum-type washing machine having a self-balancing an 
outer tub assembly without having a separately installed counterbalance, the outer tub 
assembly comprising: 

a front outer tub having formed of a first injection molded compound having a first 
specific gravity, wherein the front outer tub comprises an open front and an open rear; 
and 

a rear outer tub formed of a second injection molded compound having a second 
specific gravity, different from the first, wherein the rear outer tub comprises a closed 
end and an open end coupled to said open rear of said front outer tub, 

wherein said first specific gravity is higher than said second specific gravity. 
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In claim 1 1 : 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A drum-type washing machine having a self-balancing aft 
outer tub assembly without having a separately installed counterbalance, the outer tub 
assembly comprising: 

a front outer tub having a first thickness and formed of a first injection molded 
compound having a first specific gravity, wherein the front outer tub comprises an open 
front and an 
open rear; and 

a rear outer tub having a second thickness and formed of a second injection 
molded compound having a second specific gravity, different from the first, wherein the 
rear outer tub comprises a closed end and an open end coupled to said front outer tub, 

wherein said first thickness is greater than said second thickness. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-7, 9-17 and 19-20 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, U.S. Patent No. 5,419,164 to DURAZZANI, fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest the claimed invention. DURAZZANI discloses a washing machine 
with a two-part tub with the tub being made from different materials including plastic and 
calcium carbonate, as well as a general disclosure of calcium carbonate as a filler for 
plastics. However, DURAZZANI fails to teach or reasonably suggest the claimed 
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washing machine having an outer tub comprising a front outer tub and rear outer tub 
formed from injected molded materials of different specific gravities (i.e. densities) or 
thicknesses such that the front outer tub has a greater specific gravity (claim 1 ) or 
thickness (claim 1 1 ) than the rear outer tub to function as a self-balance (i.e. 
counterbalance) without having a separately installed counterbalance, as recited in 
claims 1 and 11. 

6. For at least the foregoing reasons, claims 1 and 1 1 (and the claims dependent 
thereon) are believed to recite patentable subject matter.
